The U.N. negotiators said the 
first Allied-Communist talks in 
six months made “distinct prog- 
ress." Both sides. agreed to 
meet again at 11 am. Tuesday 
(6 p.m. EST Monday). : 

The talks may lead to resump- 
tion of armistice negotiations. 

Chief U.N. negotiator Read 
Admiral John Daniel said he 
told the Reds today: 

“We are prepared to repatri- 
ate directly through Panmun- 
jom all sick and wounded cap- 
tured personnel specified in ar- 
ticle 109 of the Geneva conven- 
tion. We have not divided them 
into categories. We have total 
figures by nationalities which 
we are prepared to exchange.”
